MAXWELL WAS INFORMED 
CASHIER HAD ““SQUEALED! 


Soon After Report Was Circulated 
Ranker Cut His Throat—Maxwell 
Was Depressed Because Al- 
Jieged Friends Had De- 
serted Him. 


New York, November 26.—Howard 
Vaxwell, deposed of the 
Borough bank of Brooklyn, who was 
under indictment for grand larceny and 
forgery, and was last night released 
from jail on $30,000 bail, committed 
suicide today. He cut his throat and 
left wrist with a razor and pen-knife 
in the bath room of his home in Brook- 
Ivn, and died .tonight at Long Island 
college hospital. Maxwell, who was 
locked up last Thursday, had felt his 
humillation keenly, and during his in- 
carceration had appeared hopelessly de- 
soondent. He had, however, given his 
family no intimation far as known 
that he contemplated suicide. His wife 
is prostrated. 

Today it was reported in Brooklyn that 
Cashier Campbell, of the bank, who is 
also under indictment, had decided to 
rive evidence for the prosecution. This 
report, which, however, was not con- 
firmed, caused a sensation, and was fol- 
lowe} within a few hours by the news 
that Maxwell had cut his throat in his 
Prooklyn home. 

Maxwell Greatly Broken. 

Maxwell was released late last night 
from Raymond etreet jail, where he had 
been held a prisoner since the three In- 
dictments charging him with misdoings 
in connection with the management of 
the suspended Borough bank, Were re- 
turned. There was some difficulty in 
obtaining bail, and officers of the jail 
reported that Maxwell was greatly 
broken. 

All yesterday and the day before he 
lay on his bed and appeared to be ob- 
Mvious to surroundings. Last night Jus- 
fice Burr signed an order for Maxwell's 
release when bail to the amount of 
$30,000 was furnished. 

Maxwell, in company with his counsel, 
I. R. Osland, was driven to his Tesi- 
dence at 182 Congers street, where he 
was greeted by his wife. Maxweéll 
spent this forenoon quietly at his home. 
This afternoon he announced his inten- 
tion of taking a bath and going for a 
walk. Shortly before 2 o’clock, Hannah 
Scott, a colored maid, heard a Sound 
as of some one falling on the second 
floor. Hurrying upstairs, she discovered 
the banker lying on the bath-room floor, 
half dressed, with gaping wounds In his 
throat and left wrist. 

Windpipe Nearly Severed.

The banker was bleeding so profusely 
that it was decided to remove him to 
long Island college hospital, where an 
operation was performed. The wind- 
pipe was found to be nearly severed, 
and his left wrist was cut almost to the 
bone. Maxwell died within a short time 
after the operation. He left no state- 
ment, so far as is known. Coroner 
Brewer began the official investigation 
tonight. 

Maxwell was 49 vears of age, and 
leaves a wife, but no children. On No- 
venyber 2! he was jointly iniicted for 
grand larceny with Former Cashier Ar- 
thur Campbell, and Director William 
Gow, of the Borough bank. There were 
other indictments against him, involv- 
ing forgery in a quarterly bank state- 
ment made to the state banking depart- 
ment. When these three men Were ar- 
raigned Campbell wand Gow secured 
bondsmen, but none offered to go on 
Maxwell's bond For some time only 
his four sisters, who, offering the house 
them by their mother, who died three 
days after the Borough bank suspended, 
sould secure only a $10,000 bond, came 
to is aid. 

Deserted by Alleged Friends, 


This desertion on-the part of men to 
whom he had looked for his freedom, it 
is said, embittered and depressed Max- 
well. During his arraignment Maxwells 
counsel stated that his client had put 
up every dollar in the world that he 
possessed to secure the bank, and that 
he had absolutely strippes himself to 
protect the institution. His humiliation 
was aggravated when, like a common 
felon, he was measured by the Bertil- 
lion system and his pedigree placed in 
the jail records. 

Maxwell had been regarded as one ot 
the rising financiers of Brooklyn, and 
Wag reputed to be worth $200,000 when 
the crash in banking affairs came. 

Following so soon upon the suicide 
of Gharles T. Barney, resigned president 
of the Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
today’s suicide caused a sensation. 

Shortly after he became a Dank pres- 
ident, Maxwell married. When he be- 
came involved, Mrs. Maxwell signed 
with him all the release deeds to realty 
that stood in his name, and his suicide 
has left her penniless,

COMMISSION MAKES REPORT 


Full Details of Work Done on Canal 
Daring Fiscal Year—Commission 
Strongly Favors Hired Instead 
of Contract Labor—Question

Washington, November 26.—Full de- 
tails of the work done On the Panama 
canal during the fiscal year 1907, with 
a showing of what hag been accom- 
plished since the project has been in 
American hands, are disclosed in the 
annual report of the~isthmian canal 
commission, made public today. It is 
the first report made of operations on 
the isthmus since the construction work 
has been in charge of army engineers. 

Aside from the $50,000,000 paid to the 
French company and to Panama, an ag- 
gregate of $48,265,110 has been expended 
by the government on the project adopt- 
ed by congress, and which it was esti- 
mated by the board of consulting en- 
gineers should ultimately cost $139,705,- 
200. This estimate, however, did not 
include sanitation and expenses of the 
zone government, waterworks, Sewers 
and paving in Panama and Colon and the 
reequiggment of the Panama railroad. 

There is no reference in the report to 
the proposition which has been brought 
forward to extend the width of the locks 
to 10 feet so as to accommodédte, with-

“IT pray Thee, Great God of Israei, 
that Thou wilt rain down Thy fires from 
heaven and consume every man and 
woman in this house.

This was -the 
imprecation uttered by Mrs. Iisadore 
Stryke in the gallery of the Jewish syn- 
agogue Ahavath Achim, at the corner of 
Piedmont avenue and Gilmer § street. 
The imprecation was utered in Yiddish, 
and was translated for Judge Broyles 
before whom the old woman was 4ar- 
Paigned yesterday, charged with disor- 
derly conduct in the synagogue. The 
translation was meade by Patrolman 
Brodie, a member of the synagogue. 

The trial was attended bY a large 
crowd which filled the available 
space within the rail and extended into 
the general court room. Mrs, StryKe 
was, during all the course of the trial, 
almost frantic with mingled excitement, 
rage and disappointment. When Of- 
ficer Brodie had concluded his transla- 
tion of her imprecation, she cried out 
frantically, in broken English against 
the untruth and the injustice of it all, 
crying out and calling on God to avenge 
her. After her first outburst she sank 
back into a chair exhausted.

A deathlike silence 
pervaded the court, his remarks being 
uttered {n euch a way as to appeal to 
the emotions of all present. He spoke 
of the hereditary taint in Mrs. Bradley’s 
family; the blow on her head when a 
ehild; her attack of smallpox and pneu- 
monia; her unhappy Mfe; the domination. 


Tring to the several criminal operations 
which Mrs. Bradley had undergone, Dr. 
Evans, speaking of Brown, seid: 

“And then after all this, that man, bv 
his own hand, destroyed the child he had 
begotten, poisoning the circulation of 
this woman, or introducing germg of In- 
fection into the body of the woman he 
had sworn to love, protect and care for.” 

Son of Deahd Man on Stand. - 

The appearance on the stand of Max 
Brown, son of the dead senator, who 
was recalled in rebuttal, was affectinr’ 
in the extreme. The young man, tall, 
slender and fragile of physique, totter- 
ed as he made his way to the witness 
stand. Heé carefully avoided looking to- 
ward the defendant, who sat within ten 
feet of him. When he told of seeing 
his father and Mrs. Bradley in the 
kitchen of their home, with jars of 
fruit they had brought from the cellar 
at a time when his mother had been 
called away from the city to the bed- 
side of her dying sister, the defendant 
laughed and lowered her head in con- 
fusion. But there was no sign of mer- 
riment on the face of the witness, who 
replied briefly to all questions put to him 
and lowered his eyes during intervals 
in the giving of his testimony.

Mr. Bryan then took up his subject 
and proceeded to present the demo- 
cratic view and republicah view of 
government—Jefferson being the repre- 
sentative of those who view govern- 
ment from the standpoint of those who 
view the right and the capacity of the 
people for self-government.

“The democrat,” he sald, “believes 
that if you will only legislate so the 
people will be prosperous, their pros- 
perity will be shared by the smaller 
Classes that rest upon the people; the 
aristocrat believes that if you will 
only legislate to make the well-to-do 
prosperous, their prosperity will leak’ 
through on those below. 

“Why do republican leaders favor 
centralization? Because the Sreat cor- 
porate interests want to get away from 
state legislation. The democrats be- 
lieve that the government Should be 
kept as near the people as possible 
and want federal remedies added to, 
not substituted for state remedies, Why 
do the republican leaders prevent ef- 
fective legislation against the trusts? 
Because they look at the question from 
the standpoint of the trust magnate 
while the democrats look at the ques- 
tion from the standpoint of the mil- 
lions who are victimized. 

“Why do ithe republicans favor high 
tariff laws, which tax 8,000,000 of the 
people for the benefit of a small frac- 
tion of the popviation? Because they 
look at the subject from the standpoint 
of the* beneficiaries of protection, while 
the democrats consider the rightg and 
interests of the consumers. 

Republicans and Railroads. 

“Why do the republican leadérs wefuse 
to enact efficient laws for the regulation 
of the railroad? Because they look at 
the subject from the standpoint of the 
railway magnates, while the democrats 
consider the interest of the patrons and 
the interest of the stockholders, both of 
whom thave reason to complain of the 
management of some of qur railway 
systems. 

“Why is it that the republican leaders 
are willing to goontinue the enormous 
expense of imperialism when it has 
brought nothing but danger and humil- 
lation? Because the republican leaders 
are considering the interests of a few 
who hope tQ secure oriental trade, while 
the democratic party considers both the 
righte of the Filipinos and the interests 
of the democratic masses who pay the 
taxes and furnish the sums required 
for the military support of a aoloniai 
policy. | 

“As I mey add, the difference in the 
point of view will explain the difference 
in the remedies proposed to relieve the 
present financial stringency. It came 
from speculation in Wall street, and the 
republican leaders have so tied the coun- 
try to Wall street that 8,000,000 of peo- 
ple must shiver when Wall street specu- 
laters get cold. The republican reme- 
dies all provide that the high financiers 
shall be ‘well paid for acting as guar- 
dians, while democratic remedies look 
to the protection of the depoaitors and 
the business of the country. 

Time for Democratic Appeal. 

‘The time is ripe for a democratic 
appeal to the democratic sentiment of 
the country. There is no doubt that a 
large majority of the people take the 
democratic, rather than the aristocratic 
view of the government ang of society. 
All that we have to do is to convince 
those who are really democratic in sen- 
thment that the democratic party can be 
trusted to be democratic if entrusted 
with power. I bebieve that the com- 
ing congress our democratic senators and 
representatives will prove themselves 
equal to the task imposed upon them, 
and demonstrate the fidelity of the party 
to gemocratic principles. Then, with a 
united party, we can face a divided op- 
position and enter the campaign with 
the agsurance of a victory.” 

Bryan and Gompers To Labor. 

William J. Bryan and President Sam- 
uel Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, were the principal 
speakers at a great mass meeting of 
organized labor at Convention hall, in 
this city, tonight. An audience of 7,- 
000 persons crowded the hall to the 
limit. Other speakers were John Hodge, 
a member of the Mnglish parliament; 
Président James O'Connell, of the Inter- 
fational Association of Machinists, and 
W. R. Trotter, president of the Typo- 
graphical Union of Manitoba, Canada. 

A parade, consisting of the union. or- 
ganizations in the District of Columbia, 
to the number of about 15,000 persons, 
preceded the mass meeting.

that they will employ the strikers who 
apply as individauls and who have not 
been implicated in acts of violence dur- 
ing the strike, The strike lasted twelve 
days and was marked by two serious 
collisions between large crowds of 
sympathizers and the police, aside from 
amaller affairs. The number of persons 
injured as a result of these clash- 
es is estimated at 30 and the number 
of arrests made total one hundred.

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MURDER OF WIE 
Vision of Dead Woman's Friend 
Causes Husband's Arrest 


BODY PUT IN QUICK LIME 


Regard to His Wife’s Death. 
Corpse was Found as It

Saw Gorpe in Dream. 

A friend of the dead woman, Mrs. J. 
M. Anderson, of San Francisco, had 
been staying at the Wilkins house 
for the past few days, and now asserts 
that Wilkins had @ndeavored to per- 
suade her to leave her husband and 
gO away with him. Her suspicions be- 
came aroused, and the night before in 
a dream she saw the body of her 
former friend. lying on the ground, 
with the arms crossed over the breast. 
She came to San Francisco and told 
her husband of the strange incident, 
and the two went to the chief of _po- 
lice of Oakland and told the story. 
The case was given into the hands of 
Sheriff Barnet of Alamede county, and 
he with Detective Kyle of Oakland 
went to the home of the Wilkins, in 
Elmhurst, and found the body in a 
trench under an old carpet in the shed. 
It was lying just as described by Mrs, 
Anderson, with the hands folded across 
the breast. 


Husband Tells Conflicting Stories. 


Wilkins was taken into custody 
later, and, after being taken to the 
Alameda jail, he first said that his wife 
had committed‘ suicide. -Later he said 
that she had died during childbirth, 
and he had buried the body to save 
funeral expenses. Wilkins is 50 years 
of age. He told several stories and 
then refused to talk. Mrs. Anderson 
told the officers that she was awaken- 
ed from the dream by Wilkins, who 
was standing over her with a knife in 
his hand. When she asked. what the 
meant, he replied that she had been 
talking wildly in her sleep. He put 
away the knife and asked her to take 
a drink of water. She sipped some of 
the water, but did not swallow it, sus- 
pecting that it had been poisoned. 
This proved to be the fact.

It was a 
clear-drawn battle between the Georgia 
postmasters and postmistresses, The 
brilliant maneuvering extended over sev~ 
eral days. The masculine leadership of 
the postal service of Georgia was pitted 
against the brain and gentle influence 
of the Georgia postmistresses, supported 
and strengthened by Brenau’s matchless 
singer, Mrs. Longstreet, leading the 
fight for Gatnesville, and she proved 
herself more than the equal of the brain- 
est man present. Her brilliant repartee 
aroused the enthusiasm of the conven-

Was Cocaine Fiend. 

When Dr. J. V. M. Cain was tried ir 
the recorder’s court yesterday morning 
on the charge of violating the anti- 
narcotic law, it was shown that W. G.

Editor Constitution: I will thank all of 
the Georgia papers if they will publish this. 
I find that I was first to turn the people in 
favor of radiroads.

WILL MEET AGAIN ON FRIDAY 


Vertical Pump Will Probably Be 
Recommended by Subcommittee, 
but There May He Hitch When 
Water Board and Special 
Committee Acts, 


The subcommittee of the water board 
and special council committee met 
again yesterday morning and once 
more yesterday afternoon, and will 
meet again Friday morning at 10 
o’clock, to consider the bids for a new 
pump for the waterworks department. 

It is probable that the subcommittee 
will recommend the purchase of a 
vertical pump, and that it will be 
bought either from the Bethlehem 
Steel Company for $f82,000, the Wis- 
consin Engine Company for $139,500 or 
the Allis-Chalmers company for $134,- 
700. 

The Bethlehem company has the 
lowest bid, but the other two com- 
panies have bids nearly as low, and 
they claim that they will furnish ex- 
tra appliances which will more than 
make up the difference in price. 

It is not certain, however, that the 
water board and the special commit- 
tee wil' adopt the report of the sub- 
committee if it recommends a vertical 
rurap, for it is believed that some 
members of the committee still favor 
a centrifugal pump. It will not, there- 
fore, be at all surprising if the old 
fight over the kind of pump is re- 
newed. 

The agents representing the com- 
panies which have bids appeared be- 
fore the subcommittee yesterday morn- 
ing and afternoon and spoke in favor 
of the pumps they offered. The cen- 
tr:'furalt pump men were particularly 
umzent, and promised to furnish @ 
pump that would be guaranteed to do 
the werk. The lowest bid for a cen- 
trifugal pump was made by § the 
D’Oliver Engineering Company for 
$39,000. This is $92,100 lower than the 
lowest bid for a vertical pump. Mem- 
bers of the subcommittee, however, 
look upon a centrifugal pump as in 
the nature of an experiment, and do 
not favor it even at the low price 
offered. 

The subcommittee will probably 
agree upon a report rFiday morning, 
and the whole matter will doubtless 
be ready for council to act upon next 
Monday afternoon.

Claiming that the work of construe- 
tion being done by the Towaliga Falls 
Power Company of Griffin, Ga., 
caused an epidemic of malaria 
throughout the section above the com- 
pany’s dam, several persons living in 
Monroe county have filed suit for dam- 
ages against the company.

He laid the 
whole blame upon the mosquito, a 
close friend of Madame Stegomvia 
Fasciata, who causes the yellow fever 
epidemics. 

The doctor's report recited the fact 
that dams do cause water to back 
up in the country above the dam, and 
that stagnant pools might furnish 
breeding places for the pesky mos- 
quitoes. He held to the conclusion

| malarial patient to furnish the bacilli.

‘n. But this point is challenged in the 
record of Mary Shark college, Winches- 
er, Tenn.” 

In a speech on the Macon college in 
i859 Mr. Stephens said: ‘Then there 
was not in the state, not in the world, 
[ believe, a single chartered university 
for the education and regular gradua- 
tion of women. Whatever honor, there- 
fore, Georgia is entitled :to for her other 
great works of improvement and achieve- 
ment, let this still be at tthe top, the 
crowning joint of her glory, that she 
took the lead of all the world in female 
education.’ 

And as Alexander Stephens said of his 
state, we may say of him, that the 
crowning point of his glory’ as a man 

and a statesman is that he had the wis- 
dom and the courage to be an advocate 
of woman's educational rightg at a pe- 
riod when educational rights for women 
seemed as railical a demand as political 
rights fort women now seem.

Equal Pay for Women. 


(From The Shreveport Times.) 

Secretary Cortelyou has followed the 
rule laid down the late General Spin- 
ner, former treasurer of the United States, 
that when a woman emp oyee of the 
government rendered the same service 
as a man she should have equal compen- 
sation. The case on which the secretary 
passed was that of Miss Margaret V. 
Kelly, who for more than a year has 
been performing the duties of adjuster 
of accounts for the girector of the mint. 
The office was formely filled by a man, 
who drew a salary of $2,000 a year. 

When George E. Roberts, director of 
the mint, began closing up his affairs, 
preparatory to going to Chicago to Be- 
come president of the Commercial bank, 
he took up with Secretary Cortelyou the 
case of Migs Kelly, who had been re- 
ceiving a salary of $1,600 a year as a 
classified employee of the civil service. 
The secretary of the treasury is an 
alumnus of the civil service school. The 
only information hie desired was whether 
Miss Kelly was performing the duties of 
a $2,000 position and doing the work 
satisfactorily. The gireoctor of the mint 
answered that she was, and the only 
reason he could offer why she had not 
been advanced previously to $2,000 was 
that she had not asked for promotion 
and was already receiving more than 
the average pay for women clefks. The

One pint of sweet cream and one pint of 
sweet milk. Put these together and whip 
to a froth. Meanwhile dissolve one-third of 
a box of gelatine in a teacupful of cold 
water, letting it stand half and hour; then 
putting it on the stove to melt. Beat the 
whites of four eggs to a stiff froth; sweeten 
and flavor the cream to taste. Stir in the 
gelatine; beat until it begins to thicken, or 
congeal, then whip in the whites of the eggs. 
Turn into a mold. Serve plain, or with cus- 
tard sauce. Grapes, pineapples, oranges or

From a German Viewpoint. 
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The recent visit here of Jane Addams 
has awakened a great deal of interest, 
not only in the work of the Associated 
Charities, but in the settlement work 
of which Miss Addams ts a specialist. 

Among the experts in this line, a re- 
cent visitor. to.our country was Emil 
Muensterberg, who wa’ &ent Hy the Lov- 
ernment to study our institutions, char- 
itable and social. 

Relative to America’s social settle- 
ment work, Mr. Muensterberg writes: 

The first point that strikes us as a contrast 
to what we observe in English settlement 
work is the large number cof women workers. 
They are so much in the majority that the 
number of men is almost negligible, appear- 
ing only supplementary. This is character- 
istic of America. Generally speaking, the 
women are better educated than the men. 
Besides, excest for those who make® social 
work their profession, men devote far less 
time to mat‘§rs of this kind than women do. 

The College Settlements Association is made 
up of. alumnae and undergraduates of the 
principal woman’s colleges, and it has settle- 
ments in New York, Boston and Philadelphia. 
The figures collected by the Institute of So- 
cial Service, though not. altogether inclusive, 
give a total of 115 settlements, with 837 
residents and 3,907 non-residents, 1,148 being 
men and 3,696 womein, a total of 4,744 work- 
ers.

It is no 
wonder then ,that wherever the question of 
settlement work comes up, the point specially 
dwelt upon should be the personality of the 
worker. Those men who, like Toynbee in 
England or like Staanton Coit and Jane 
Addams in America, were all highly gifted 
with this marvelous personality, have left 
their mark upon the work.

Chicago, November 87.—Urgent demand for 
cash wheat in northwestern markets, and 
a liberal decrease in the world’s visible sup- 
ply, were responsibie, in a large measure, 
for a sharp rally in the Chicago wheat 
market today. At the close the May option 
showed a net gain of 1% cents. Corn was 
up % cent. Oats were %@1 cent higher and 
provisions advanced 20 to 40 cents. 

The wheat market was strong throughout 
the session. An advance of more than ld. 
at Liverpool induced free covering by shorts 
at the start, and, as the session advanced, 
the demand from this source became still 
more urgent, stimulated by other bullish 
influences that developed, chief of which were 
a decrease of 3,429,000 bushels in the world’s 
visible supply, as compared with an increase 
of nearly 8,000,000 bushels at a correspond- 
ing period last year, an active demand for 
cash wheat at Minneapolis, Duluth and Win- 
nipeg, and talk of a decrease in winter sown 
wheat acreage in the southwest. The market 
closed strong with prices at the high point. 
May opened unchanged to % cent higher at 
$1.01% to §$1.01%, advanced to §$1.03% and 
closed at $1.03. December ranged between 
92% and 94% and clised at the top. Clear- 
ances of wheat and flour were equal to 
27,000. Primary receipts were 1,267,000 bush- 
els, compared with 1,099,000 bushels the cor- 
responding day a year ago. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts of 
1,300 cars against 790 cars last week and 
861 cars a year ago. 

The feature of trade in corn was the active 
buying of December by short8. This demand 
which resulted in an advance of more than 
two cents in the price of that option, was 
due to firm cables, «he advance in wheat 
and liberal decrease in the world’s visible 
supply. Other deliveries were strong in sym- 
pathy, The market closed strong at the top.

Darien, Vidalia and Macon city mis- 
sions and some other new missions were 
created by the board. Mulberry Street 
church, Macon, has expended more than 
$1,000 in local missionary work during 
the past year, and will increase the 
appropriations for the continuance of 
it next year. The pastor of the church, 
Dr. T. D. Ellis, in commenting on this 
special work, declared that Jerry Mc- 
Anley, in his work in New York city, 
had witnessed no more thrilling expee 
riences than has the missionary of the 
Macon church. 

The majority of the country charges 
which have received appropriations 
from the board of missions will con- 
tinue to receive like support, ag the 
influx of population into the cities from 
the country tended rather to weaken 
the country churches in many commun- 
ities than to strengthen them. 

Rev. J. M. Glenn, the conference mig- 
Sionary secretary, made his report to 
the board as fotlows: Missionary in- 
Stitutes conducted during the present 
conference year, 30; revivals conducted, 
ll; conversions, more than 500: acces- 
sions to the church, 450; funds raised 
for support of four special missionaries 
and one teacher at training school, total 
amount raised for missions, approxte 
mately $5,000. 

Secretaryship Discontinued. 

Rev. Mr. Glenn has filled most effi- 
ciently the position of missionary sec- 
retary for the past two years, during 
which period he has inspired no little 
interest and enthusiasm in the matter 
of missions in south Georgia. The as- 
signment of a minister devoting his 
whole time to the missionary secretary- 
ship was voted by the board to be dis- 
continued on the ground that such an 
assignment at the present time is un- 
neccessary. 

Rev. E. F. Cook, secretary of the 
Young People’s Department of Mis- 
sions, with headquarters in Nashville, 
delivered an inspiring address before 
the board of missions, in which he di- 
rected attention to the splendid mis- 
sionary literature now being publHshed 
by the church. 

He made the startling statement that 
the mission board is confronted with a 
greater problem in securing men for the 
foreign flelds than in procuring funds 
with which to send them out, the 
church being given to a lack of men 
rather than to a lack of iIiberality.
